This  Resource  Directory  was  updated  by  the  Bureau  of  Program  Development  and 
Evaluation,  Division  of  Special  Education,  in  response  to  a  continuing  need 
to  identify  resources  to  assist  schools  in  the  development  and  improvement 
of  programs  for  children  who  have  special  needs  and  are  limited  English 
proficient  or  from  different  cultural  backgrounds. 

Our  continuing  philosophy  is  to  support  special  education  program  development 
and  improvement  at  the  local  school  level,  despite  diminishing  public  educa- 
tion funds.   As  a  positive  commitment  to  this  philosophy,  we  have  set  aside 
a  substantial  amount  of  discretionary  money  in  the  form  of  three  competitive 
grant  programs  which  education  agencies  may  apply  for.   Thus,  a  vital  role 
that  this  Resource  Directory  plays  is  to  identify  individual  and  community 
agency  resources  from  which  schools  may  seek  expertise  and  guidance  to  en- 
hance their  program  activities.   Our  fundamental  goal,  therefore,  is  to  nur- 
ture collaborative  relationships  and  ventures  between  and  among  individuals 
having  expertise,  agencies  who  provide  essential  social,  psychological,  and 
medical  services,  and  school  systems  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  edu- 
cating future  generations  of  Massachusetts  citizens. 

The  information  contained  in  this  document  was  collected  by  questionnaires 
distributed  to  a  wide  range  of  individuals  and  organizations.   It  is  intended 
to  provide  the  user  with  information  on  a  broad  spectrum  of  resources  to  as- 
sist in  program  development  and  improvement.   The  Division  of  Special  Educa- 
tion can  not  endorse  the  quality  of  the  resources  or  guarantee  their  avail- 
ability.  Our  intention  is  to  provide  awareness  of  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions that  are  available  to  local  schools  and  others.

FOREWORD 


Our  goal  was  to  include  a  wide  range  of  individuals  and  community  resource 
agencies  who  possess  the  necessary  experience,  technical  expertise,  and  are 
representative  of  cultural  linguistic  and  minority  populations  in  Massachu- 
setts.  To  this  end,  advertisements  were  placed  in  major  metropolitan  and 
ethnic  community  newspapers  and  our  project's  tabloid,  soliciting  information 
from  the  general  public  who  have  the  background  and  skills  to  serve  in  a  con- 
sultant capacity  to  school  systems  in  need  of  services  such  as  language  trans- 
lation, Chapter  766/bilingual  program  planning  and  evaluation,  and  curriculum 
development.   A  variety  of  individuals  and  community /non-profit  agencies  res- 
ponded, and  a  selection  process  was  instituted  to  include  as  many  respondents 
who,  on  paper,  were  qualified  and  experienced  in  meeting  the  educational, 
physical,  social,  and  mental  health  needs  of  non-or-limited  English  speaking 
and  culturally  diverse  students.   Obviously,  time  constraints  and  limited 
resources  did  not  permit  us  to  gather  profile  data  on  all  individuals  and 
agencies  throughout  the  state  who  serve  this  student  population  in  some  re- 
lated capacity.  However,  we  hope  that  the  Directory  will  serve  as  an  initial 
bank  of  information  so  that  these  resource  agents  may  in  turn  refer  inquiring 
public  school  authorities  to  their  own  network  system  of  individuals  and  com- 
munity assistance  organizations  and  programs.

HOW  TO  USE  THE  DIRECTORY 


The  Directory  is  divided  into  two  sections,  the  Resource  Aeencv  directory, 
which  consists  of  organizations  and  private  firms,  and  the  Individual  Consultant 
directory  which  lists  experienced  individuals  in  the  education  and  allied  mental 
health  fields.   Within  each  section,  entries  are  alphabetized  and  consecutively 
numbered,  such  that  these  resource  agents  are  referenced  by  number,  and  not  name, 
within  their  respective  index  and  language  matrix. 

Information  contained  in  the  Directory  was  supplied  from  data  sheets  sent  to  the 
organizations  and  individuals  who  replied  to  our  advertisements  soliciting  pro- 
fessional background  information  from  the  general  public  who  have  experience  in 
meeting  the  educational,  mental,  and  social  needs  of  Unguis tic /minority  children. 
The  narrative  descriptions  of  organizations  and  services  provided  by  individuals 
were  based  on  the  data  sheet  question  which  asked  respondents  to  list  five  primary 
services  they  render  to  their  client  population.   Additionally,  besides  English, 
most  agencies  and  individuals  have  listed  these  services  provided  in  other  lan- 
guages such  as  Spanish  or  the  various  Chinese  dialects.   However,  the  languages 
of  services  may  be  in  oral  translation  only,  and  it  is  wise  to  consult  with  them 
regarding  written  translation  of  documents  as  well. 

A  separate  index  was  developed  for  the  agency  and  individual  consultant  sections 
of  the  Directory.   Reference  to  these  resource  agents  are  by  number.   Because 
individual  consultants  possess  a  variety  of  technical  skills  and  a  diversity  of 
employment  experiences,  the  index  headings  of  individual  services  are  more  nar- 
rowly defined.   On  the  other  hand,  the  resource  agency  index  is  broader,  reflect- 
ing more  general  and  comprehensive  services  provided  to  their  clients.   Caution, 
therefore,  should  be  taken  when  interpreting  broad  headings  in  the  Resource  Agency 
Index.   For  example,  with  the  heading  COUNSELING,  some  organizations  may  special- 
ize in  only  individual,  versus  group  counseling  therapy.   One  should  therefore 
examine  each  referenced  agency's  description  of  services  to  gain  a  fuller  under- 
standing of  their  capacity  to  render  more  specific  services. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  user  of  the  Directory,  separate  language/service  ma- 
trices were  devised  for  each  section  so  that  one  may  more  quickly  refer  to  or- 
ganizations and  individuals  who  render  services  or  possess  skills  in  a  language 
other  than  English.  Again,  references  to  these  resources  are  symbolized  by  num- 
ber in  their  respective  sections  of  the  Directory.
